40. Jfany men would liavo bi^n di»- 
coorsgcd by liis unfortunato c.\i<erit.-ni,e; 
would hnve lost heurt nnd hupo. But 
he believed tn himself, and in himself 
alone. Tin Tiid been thwarted in his 
nrojects; he had boeu prevented to a 
ti«*t extent from carryinx out 
hi-s 


theories by his ansoc-iates, and these he 
d<ac<"tled, so far l" equality BIX^J, in his

mind tlrat mnst control, that must act 
for itaeU,. without embarrassment or 
hindrance from others, as the career ot 
Tbe Herald discloses.

everything In the. display, is duplicated, 
and there Is material enough on hand in 
the city of St. Louis to make just such 
another display at the one at tbe exposi- 
tion, If it were so <lcslrc-d, there being In 
&U O'er Qvc hundred thous&ud pounds of 
mineral specimens alone. 


Your correspondent will not attempt 


to describe in detail all of the attractions 
ot this -wonderful collection, but will 
only mention a fen of the most promi- 
nent among them-. 


San Juan, Summit, Cbaffcc, tillpln, 


Boulder, Pitkln, Lake, Clear Creek, Gun- 
nlsoo, Saguacbc, Larimer and La Plata 
counties are all well represented by large 
exhibits of rich ores 'of different kinds. 
From Lake county there are samples of 
ore from 102 mines In Lcadville alone, 
also wonderful specimens of hard and 
soft carbonates and one of -argentiferous 
talc worth t!20 per ton. From Sagnache 
county there Is some of the richest Iran 
ore ever discovcrPd. imsying over sixty 
per cent metallic Iron with no titanic 
acid or 
phosphorus. 
Gunnlton and 


Chftffet counties are also well represent- 
ed by elegant specimens of marble, there 
being .twenty four different kinds from 
Gunnlson alone. One piece of black 
matble from Chaffee county-Ms tbe finest 
that WM ever exhibited anywhere. El 
P«*o and Boulder counties have beauti 
ful specimens of lithograph stone, sur- 
p»i-ing in quality anything of Its kind 
In the country, in fact there is po other 
lithograph stoue this side of Persia. 
I nere are samples of all Kinds of sand 
stone and crioite. elegantly polished 
and engraved, from every quatry In the 
state; alto natural fire brick from Hucr- 
fano county, wblcb are cut right trom 
the native fire clay ready for use. 


There is a magnificent collection of al 


the different kinds of agates found in 
Colorado, many pieces of which woulc 
.bring hundreds of dollar* H offered for 
tale. There are numerous varieties ol 
S">ds and concentrates from different 
counties, also twenty nine different »peci 
mens of gems and precious ttones, all of 
wblcb arc neatly cut and cant d«riling 
rays upon Ibe sl£ht«cer as he pastes by. 
Fremont county presents some very 
beautiful specimens ot alabaster. 


These aro only a few ot tbe many 


thousands of glistening minerals U be 
seen at this *real exhibit. 
The very 


small pieces of ore, etc . are all In gltst 
c««cf, and to accomodat* the vast Tar! 
eties, it requires fully twenty of these 
c«*cs from six to eight feet long, one 
foot high, and from two to three feel 
wide, and h'ad U not been for lack ol 
spare there woujd have IKCB a stil 
greater number of them. There is a fine
